One  point  stressed  by  Mr.  Jones 
was  that  there  is  no  freshman  mor- 
atorium in  effect  at  the  present 
time.  It  w%s  decided  by  the  Council 
at  a previous  meeting,  however, 
that  no  freshmen  could  be  rushed 
by  units  until  a definite  plan  Wi\s 
decided  upon  by  all  parties  con- 
cerned. At  this  time,  and  no  soon- 
er, will  the  freshman  rule  be  acted 
on — for  or  against,' Jones  said.

Their  assignments  are  due  the  next  morning.  But  when 
the  time  comes  to  do  homework  there  is  always  more  than  one

It  doesn’t  matter  which  night  it  is.  On  Monday  there  is  the 
lyceum,  on  Tupddy,  Mutual,  or  Wednesday,  practices,  on 
Thursday,  social  unit  meeting  on  Friday,  basketball  games  on 
baturday  a dance.  • 

It  would  be  absurd  to  think  that  one  student  should  be  re- 
quired to  attend  all  of  the  activities  named.  Those  who  do  not 
attend  these,  however,  participate  in  one  or  more  of  a list  of 
activities  three  times  longer  than  the  daily  schedule  printed 
above. 

When  the  students  return  to  Mr.  Jones'  psychology  class, 
needless  to  say  only  a few  are  prepared  and  none  are  pre- 
pared properly. 

Mr  Jones  is  greatly  disappointed  and  feels  that  in  order 
to  get  better  class  participation  he  must  reduce  the  assignment 
or  fail  the  whole  class. 

After  the  assignment  has  been  reduced  then  the  whole 
school  begins  to  feel  the  pinch.  When  the  assignments  are  re- 
auced  enough  so  that  the  student  can  participate  in  the  social 
activities  and  still  receive  a passing  garde  the  school  slowly 
begins  to  drop  academicly. 

If  college  life  at  Brigham  Young  University  were  personified 
by  hard  study  rather  than  the  social  aspects,  a balanced  train- 
ing could  be  obtained  more  easily.  If  it  were  the  popular  thing 
to  study,  hundreds  of  students  would  study.  If  there  were 
fewer  things  to  do  socially,  hundreds  more  students  might  find 
interest  in  study,  and  the  academic  level  would  go  up  and  up.

Brigham  Young  University  students  and  faculty  .were  grievq 
this  week  in  the  passing  45f  a good  friend  and  school  mate,  Abolfaa 
(Billy)  Mohassel,  a Persian  exchange  student,  who  was  killed  Satui 
day  morning  in  an  automobile  accident. 

Billy,  22,  who  was  from  Tehran,  died  from  injuries  received  whei 
the  automobile  in  which  he  was  a passenger  skidded  into  a Pacifi. 

Greyhound  bus  three  miles  south  of  Clearfield  a 
3:30  a.  m-  Saturday. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  yesterday  b' 
Dean  of  Students  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  at  the  Valle’ 
Mortuary  in  Provo.  The  body  lies  in  state  awaitinj 
word  from  the  Persian  Embassy  in  Washington 
D.  C.,  who  has  notified  the  boy’s  parents  of  th< 
accident. 

Billy,  who  was  an  engineering  major,  was  re- 
cently chosen  correspondent  for  the  French  club 
He  was  a very  able  swimmer  and  skiier. 

Before  coming  to  BYU  in  the  fall  of  1947,  Bll 
attended  a military  school  in  Tehran,  Iran,  for  threi 
Mr.  Mohassel  years.  His  brother,  Abdolah,  who  owns  a Fre< 
Enterprise  Firm  in  Tehran,  was  putting  him  through  school  at  tiM 
time  of  his  death. 

John  Sharmahd,  23,  also  a Persian  exchange  student,  was  driving 
the  car  when  the  accident  happened-  He  was  taken  to  the  Dee  Hospital 
in  Ogden  with  a fractured  right  shoulder.  It  was  reported  that  he  will 
be  back  in  school  within  a few  days. 

Mohassel  died  at  the  Dee  Memorial  HoepiUl  in  Ogden  of  possible 
skull  fracture  and  severe  lacerations  at  5:50  a.  m.,  according  t« 
Associated  Press.  Investigating  officers  reported  that  there  was  n© 
indication  of  excessive  speed  by  either  machine.

Remove  politics 
from  welfare 
Lambert  advises 

r>r.  A.  C.  Lambert,  professor  of 
economics  and  head  of  the  summer 
school  sessions  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  has  prepared  a report 
for  the  Utah  legislative  council 
which  purports  the  elimination  of 
politics  from  the  public  welfare 
administration  in  Utah. 

The  counncil  urged  the  legisla- 
ture, which  will  convene  Jan.  10, 
to  consider  action  in  this  direction. 

In  its  final  report  the  councI 
recommended  that  the  legislature 
consider  the  advisability  of  elim- 
inating the  present  three-man, 
full-time  commission  and  substi- 
tuting a non-partisan,  part-time 
commission. 

Dr.  Lambert,  who  is  consultant 
to  the  Utah  legislative  council, 
calls  for  a seven-man  part-time, 
non-political  welfare  board  which 
would  establish  matters  of  general 
policy  and  employ  a full-time  ad- 
ministrator to  carry  them  out. 

Dr.  Lambert  said  the  chief  ad- 
ministrator need  not  be  a profes- 
sional social  worker  but  should  be 
a man  who  possesses  abilities  as 
an  organizer  and  an  administra- 
tor." 

Under  Dr.  Lambert’s  plan  the 
non-partisan  welfare  board  would 
administer  the  institutions  now 
under  the  welfare  department,  as 
well  as  the  granting  of  relief  of 
various  kinds.  It  would  have  gen- 
eral control  over  all  revenues 
made  available  for  welfare  pur- 
poses, and  "full  and  sole  power 
to  administer  its  budget  or  budgets 
once  they  have  been  approved  by 
the  appropriating  bodies  and  once 
the  appropriations  have  been 
made.”

Veterans  attending  school  in  Utah 
drop  {,423  under  peak  fall  quarter 


Total  of  14,845  veterans  are 
attending  school  or  training  on 
the  job  in  Utah  under  veterans’ 
programs,  it  was  announced  in  a 
report  released  in  Salt  Lake  City 
by  E.  A.  Littlefield,  VA  manager 
for  Utah. 

This  indivated  the  first  decrease, 
since  the  war,  in  number  of  veter- 
ans attending  school  in  this  state. 
Utah’s  schools  enrolled  11,984  this 
fall,  a decrease  of  1,423  under  the 
peak  of  13,407  reached  last  De- 
cember. 

The  following  additional  facts 
were  made  public  by  the  report: 

(1)  A continuing  decrease  in  the 
number  of  veterans  in  on-the-job 
training — 2,861  on  November  1 
against  the  peak  of  3,856  reached 
in  November,  1946. 

(2)  Rehabilitation  of  the  dis- 
abled through  the  A’ceationa!  Re- 
habilitation Act  continuing  at  a 
high  level.  A total  of  1,256  dis- 
abled veterans  were  in  on-the-job 
training  or  in  school  November  1, 
as  against  1,507  last  December. 

(3)  A total  of  13,589  veterans 
training  under  the  <G.  1.  Bill  (Pub- 


lic Law  346)  on  November  1 
against  15,756  last  December.

All  tests  they  threw  at  freshmen 
and  new  students  beginning  the 
quarter  appeared  very  puzzling  to 
the  average  student.  Yd  never  seen 
such  a conglomeration  of  questions 
since  I’d  applied  for  a loan  from 
the  E-Z  finance  company.  There 
were  questions  dealing  with  me- 
chanics, computation,  science,  per- 
suasion, art,  literature,  music,, 
social  services,  and  clerics.  Those 
were  just  sidelights  to  the  three 
main  tests:  the  scholastic  aptitude 
interest  inventory  test  and  the 
personality  inventory. 

An  interview  with  Dr.  Antone  K. 
Romney,  chairman  of  counseling 
service,  cleared  things  up  consider- 
ably. 

Application  is  first  made  by 
student,  through  the  admissions 
committee,  for  entrance.  After  ac- 
ceptance he  is  required  by  the 
committee  to  furnish  an  education 
experience  summary  which  gives 
his  background.  It  includes  a rec- 
ord  of  all  high  school  grades  and 
tests  which  are  available;  identify- 
ing data,  such  as  data  on  interests, 
data  on  work  experience,  health 
data,^data  on  family,  social,  relig- 
ious and  economic  background. 
Also  data  on  stated  interests  and 
goals;  along  with  other  confiden- 
tial information  on  emotional  sta- 
bility. 

This  is  the  beginning  of  the 
folder.  During  orientation  week, 
all  new  incoming  students  are  re- 
quired to  take  the  battery  of  tests 
which  are  designed  to  collect  ob- 
jective data  concerning  each  indi- 
vidual. 

Also  required  of  new  students 
is  a health  examination  which  adds 
information  Important  to  under- 
Btanding  each  student. 

All  this  information  is  asembled 


in  the  counseling  service  by  a 
group  of  highly  efficient  workers. 
Meanwhile  the  student  has  regis- 
tered with  a counselor  who  invites 
the  student  to  participate  in  an 
interview  at  some  future  date. 


You’ll  be  relieved  to  know  that 
they  send  a written  reminder  of 
the  day  of  the  interview  just  prior 
to  the  time. 

So  now  we  go  to  the  counselor. 
Here’s  a chance  to  examine  all

these  past  records,  find  out  what 
scores  were  made  on  those  baffling 
tests,  and  ask  all  the  questions 
that  have  been  whirling  around  in- 
side your  head. 

With  this  information,  the  coun- 
selor and  .student  are  able  to  ana- 
lyze the  student's  opportunities, 
and  to  understand  his  chances  for 
success  or  failure  in  college.  Now 
don’t  get  the  idea  that  they’ve 
picked  out  a nice  little  niche  and 
are  all  ready  to  push  you  into  it. 
That’s  not  the  way  it  is  at  all- 

They  don’t  tell  you  to  do  a 
thing.  They  don’t  say  you’ll  fail, 
and  they  don’t  say  you'll  be  a 
glowing  success.  They  don't  main- 
tain you  have  to  be  a ditch-digger, 
nor  will  they  claim  you'll  only  l?e 
happy  reading  books. 

They  merely  say,  “Here  are 
your  records,  here  is  an  indication 
of  your  ability,  what  you’ve  done 
in  the  past,  what  you  are  now 
capable  of  doing,  what  you  indi- 
cated you  wanted  to  do,  and  how 
much  you  are  deviating  at  present 
from  your  own  chosen  course.’’ 

Now  supposing  a student  is  still 
curious  about  what  he  .should  do— - 
maybe  he  can’t’  decide  on  a major 
course  of  study.  Well,  the  answer 

to  that  may  be  some  more  tests 

stacks  of  them  if  need  be---to  delve 
further  into  his  complex  nature. 


Of  the  seven  thousand  students 
who  have  received  counseling  ser- 
vice, all  of  them  have  received 
from  one  to  six  appointments  with 
counselors,  which  indicates  you 
can  keep  going  back  to  your  coun- 
selor if  you  feel  you  still  need 
help,  advice,  or  assistance.  Each 
of  these  students  have  participated 
in  from  six  to  ten. hours  of  testing 
activities.  And  some  students  have 
had  from  six  to  twenty  hours  of 
special  counseling.  Some  of  the 
more  needful  have  received  special 
therapy. 

After  indicating  a desire  for  a 
chosen  field,  the  student's  records, 
charts,  and  tests  are  checked  to 
see  if  his  capabilities  like  along 
those  lines.  Here  is  where  the  oc- 
cupation information  files  fit  in- 
to this  picture.  Brigham  Young 
University  has  one  of  the  most 
complete  files  of  this  kind  in  the 
intermountain  area,  and  according 
to  Dr.  Romney,  they  are  invalu- 
able. 

This  is  only  one  of  the  many 
diagnostic  tools  employed  by  the 
counseling  service  to  permit  stud- 
ents to  become  cognizant  with  all 
phases  of  their  field  of  study,  the 
possibilities  of  success  in  any  one 
of  these  phases,  and  how  they 
might  fit  into  one  of  them.
